Immediate- 
ly the first, insurgent band appears 
rear Uskub, or on any other pretext. 


The Christians are terrorized. The 


Turkish troops, who are their only 
protection, do not nho\v the slightest 
disposition to aid them. 


The attitude of the Turkish troops 


•was recently plainly manifested when 
a tralnload of soldiers, shortly after 
leaving Uskub. fired on the Bulgarian 
workmen who were 
repairing 
the 


track. Three of the workmen were 
killed and their bodies were left lying 
on the line. 


' Christians Arc -In Terror. 


The Christian Inhabitants are afraid 


to leave their homes. The Vail has Is- 
cued the strictest orders to the Mussul- 
man population to remain quiet and 
not molest their Christian neighbors, 
but his orders are not regarded In the 
slightest degree. 


The Mussulmans are ripe for mur- 


der and carnage and it is impossible to 
curb them. 


A band of bashl hazouks has crossc:! 


the Bulgarian frontier In the district of 
Teledcre, killed three frontier guards 
•with yataghans, and wounded two 
others. They also set fire to several 
houses. This raid has created great 
excitement In the district. 


Destroy a Bridge. 


The revolutionary orsan. Autonomy, 


says the Insurgents, after avo unsuc- 
cessful attempt*, have succeeded In 
destroying with dynamite the bridge 
at ExschcsKo. thereby absolutely stop- 
ping communication between Salonlca 
and Monastlr. 


No less than 800 Mussulmans have

trict Monastlr by Insurgents, whose 
movements continue to gain ground.

Secretary Cortelyou In regard to the 
case of Assistant Foreman Miller of 
he government printing olflce said: 


"It Is, of courso, mere elementary 


decency to require that all the gov- 
ernmenf departments shall be handled 
n accordance with the principles thus 
clearly and fearlessly enunciated." 


At the time this letter was written 


he labor organizations failed to see 
Is application to all the departments 
of the government. 


Opens All Departments. 


President Roosevelt has been re- 


ceiving reports, however, .which indi- 
cated that the discrimination against 
icrsons not belonging to labor organ- 
zatlons was not confined to the gov- 
ernment printing ofllce. and he deter- 
mined upon n thorough- Investigation, 


It has developed that In many cases 


t has been the practice to refuse em- 
tloyment to persons not connected 
with labor unions. 


When the reports showing this con- 


lltlon were brought to the attention

The recent victory of the Cornell 


university oursmc:i at j'oughkeepslfc, 
which stamps thi! varsity crew ns the 
fastest In America and probably In the 
world, was the accomplishment of 
genius—that Is, If OIK; accept* genius, 
nccordlng to tho classical dutlnltion, as 
an "Infinite capacity for talcing pains." 
Tor on no otlmr crew In tlic great in- 
tercollegiate regatta was such an In- 
tlnlly of pains bestowed. 


Coach Charles E. Courtney of. Cor- 


nell again has proved his right to be 
railed tho greatest rowing coach In 
the United States. 
It Is doubtful 


whether In all England—that- country 
when; boys begin to row about as s<x>n

essential. 


There wen- three principal factors In 


Cornell's Hliecess—Uwt, excellent ma- 
terial to choose- a crew from; second. 
Courtney's perfect knowledge of ;thc 
K»me, and, third, his ability to implant 
that knowledge In the minds of his 
pupils. 


No Institution in this country re- 


ceives a liner class of young Americans 
than Cornell. They are nearly nil boys 
from farms and from small towns. 
The proportion of youngsters from 
grent cities Is small, and very'few of 
them are heard of In athletics before 
entering the university. Of the su- 
perior stamina and winning power of 
country or small town boys In the 
game of life the curious can find ample 
proof In the Hockefellers, Carn'egles, 
Morgans, Kc'enen. Huntlngtons. I'ierces 
and hundreds of other big men of the 
day. 
He goes to the university with 


more strength atul stamina than the 
metropolitan fellow. 


As to Courtney's knowledge of the 


science of rowing there can bo no 
doubt. 
The writer bus watched his 


crews ttlnco they appeared at New 
London, Conn., twelve years ago, and 
bus seen In their work each year the 
growth of their couch's knowledge.

round backed, tike a lot of' scullers. 
Also they kept their knees close to- 
gether, had a short heave with the 
body and used a rather long slide. 
For a three mile race they hit up the 
stroke from thirty-nine to forty-two n 
minute. Funny as It looked. It was ef- 
fective, for the Cornellhins kept their 
oar blades a long time In the water, 
gripped them on the catch at precisely 
tin- same Instant of time, ripped them 
through ilercely and finished perfectly 
together. For years tills was the typ- 
ical Cornell crew work. They looked 
Just like eight scullers In a bout. 


Then the "old man" went to Henley 


on Thames, the home of the modern art 
of rowing, and while the English were 
beating his boys he learned various 
things. 
He did not choose to imitate 


them in such unt-ssentlals ns using old 
fashioned box rowlocks and rigging 
the seats on tho sides of the boat in- 
stead of the middle, which appeal HO 
strongly to some young Americans who 
hunger and thirst for things English 
Just because they are English. 


Hut he did learn that by straighten- 


ing the backs of your crew you can 
help them to breathe better, that 
swinging the body forward between 
the knees contributes to this end and 
that n long slide and a deep Inclination 
of tho body fore and aft add to the 
length nnd effectiveness of the HtroUe. 
And he learned that with from thirty- 
two to thirty-four long strokes n min- 
ute a crew can accomplish a great deal 
morn than with from thirty-eight to 
forty-two swift dabs at tlic water. 


• Now tlic question arose, Could Court- 
ney teach these things to his men? The 
answer to that query was repented in 
the recent Intercollegiate regatta, re- 
peated three times In no uncertain 
tones. 
The "old man" has his boys 


well In hand. They never forget the 
relation of master and pupil, as hap- 
pens nt times In other crews. lie 
stands over the boat and says to one 
Go! and he gooth, and to another 
Come! nnd ho couieth. 
And there Is 


no debate about It. Witness the sub- 
stitution of a better man In place of 
Captain Frenzel of this year's varsity 
crew. Can any one imagine such an 
Incident ns this In any other American 
varsity crew?
